street ovci tho same. The opposition 
of the petitioning- taxpayers la sup- 
plemental to a similar eltort by tho 
women, and a big fight is expected 
at tho next meeting of council. 


Today's petition alleges that the 


new street does not conform to tho 
recognized plal of tho 
town 
and 


would benefit nobody except certain 
being financially interested In town 
lots abutting on tho proposed thoiv 
oughfare, which would take up part 
of tho "borough lot now used as a 
playground. It 13 further sot forth 
that the projected street, known oftl- 
clally 0.3 North. Columbia avenue, is 
unnecessary. 


Tho taxpayers' potitlon aska coun- 


cil to hold ovor tho opening of tho 
stieet until aftor the next municipal 
elaclion, for the reason that thi eo 
of tho members of council hold their 
offices by appointment, and to allow 
the voters to oxpiess their sentiments 
concerning- tho project at tho polls. 


Tho controversy "between the wom- 


en and council dates back to ths 
apiing clean-up day on May 0, when 
council unsuccessfully attempted to 
thwart the clean-up program by re- 
fusing to furnish money with which 
to hire teams and wagons. It is claim 
ed that council now seeks revenge 
for its clean-up defeat by spoiling 
the playgrounds, established by the 
same women. 


In case the petition method fails to 


stop the establishment of the objec- 
tionable street, it la planned to make 
an issue at tho next municipal elec- 
tion, when an effort would be made 
to elect a council favoiable to the 
playground enthusiasts. -If successful 
at the polls, an ordinance vacating tho 
street would bfl presented to council.

Down In tho Whcatfleld they 
found a Confederate And Union «ol* 
Uler side by »ldc—tho Union man 
holding his canteen cJoao to the 
mouth of tho Confederate. It seemed 
that his last ace must have been srlv- 
ln|f the Southerner some water—a 
ollen t exnmpio of that old Buying, 
"Death makes all mon brothers." In 
tho Poach Orchard they found a fair- 
hnlrnil drummer boy with lil.'t battered 
drum by his uldo.

Thu work of burying nlno thousand 
doad and removing twenty thousand 
wounded 
to 
comfortable 
quarter* 


won a herculean task. Cor the Con- 
foderutu us well as tho Union dead 


had to bo Interred as tho former 
h«d aboiit aJl they could do to look 
after thnlr wounded. 
Tho Confed- 
erate prisoners ivero pressed intosej-v- 
Ico to bury their fallen comrades. 
This they did cheerfully, digging long 
trenches and placlnK the men side by 
aide. "Many times w« have made tho 
Yankees do tho samo thing for us," 
they said a« they covered tho boys 
from tho Southland1 with tho cold 
earth of tho North. "Whenever It was 
pOMlbla tho graven woro marked but 
tho. earth TVOJI eosffy tuid tho rains 
which followed waahed many of the 
marks away and even opened up the 
Hhallow graves. Governor Curton. the 
Executive of Pennaylvania, came upon 
the ficcno one day and \vaa HO Btruck 
by tho sorrow of several relatives of 
a dead soldier over tho manner In 
which tho exlponcloa of war hnd com- 
pelled tho bur(i.l of tl-e dead son that 
ho do tor mined nomo placo muat bo 
found whero tho dead heroca could 
bo suitably burled. 
A plot of earna 


acvtmtaon acres of ground on Ceme- 
tery Hill won purchased—on tho spot 
that the Union lino of battle had 
rested. ElBhtcon Eta tea joined In the 
enterprise. 
The grounds wcro laid 


out with, wide lawn* dotted hero and 
therfi with shrubbery which forma 
beautiful vistas showing the prominent 
points of the field. 


Tho work ot re-lnterrlng the dead 


began, on the 27th of October, 1863, 
and was completed on the 18th ot the 
following March, 
The number ro- 


burlecl was thirty-five hundred and 
sevonty-flve. This does not mean that 
even half of tho dead were found, 
for tha whole field was dotted with 
graves. In re-Inter ring the bodies In 
the cemetery every effort waa made 
to discover tho indentity of th« men 
nnd this In many canes woa dono and 
tho relatives of th,o dead eoldier had 
hla remains taken home, th» identi- 
fication being made through articles 
found on his body. An entry of each 
article found voa maclo. Theae things 
are kept and numbered to correspond 
with the number of the Lraveatone of 
him upon whose body tha articles 
were found. The following Is an ex- 
ample of tho record:

The cemetery grounds were conse- 


crated on November 19th, 1864. Mr. 
Edward Everett, the noted orator be- 
ing chosen, to deliver the oration of 
the occasion, tho dedicatory addreca 
being reserved for President Lincoln. 
"Mr. Everett had, spoken tor nearly 
two hours," cays an old resident ot 
Gettysburg, "ana the people had 
listened attentively but in a cold, 
stolid fashion, but after Mr. Lincoln 
had spoken only a few wards a wave 
of emotion swept over the audience 
and everybody was in teal's." A del- 
egation of fifty aoldiera ot the Array 
of the Potomac, who wer«i recovering 
from their wounds, were present, and 
when Mr. Lincoln, began to speak they 
pressed forward Ilatenlng- intently to 
the President, and when ho reached 
the well known word* ot that famous 
speech—"The world will Httlo note 
nor long remember what wo say here, 
but it can never forget wltat they did 
hero," great tears rolled down tha 
bronzed face* of tho soldi era. "When 
the President finished there was a 
profound silence broken only by the 
sobs of the women, many of whom 
had been widowed by the battle. 
Then 


Mr. Everett stepped forward 
and 
shaking the President's hand, said, 
"Ah, Mr. Lincoln, I would gladly eive 
my forty pages for your twenty lines I" 


There has'been much diversity of 


opinion as to tho numbere engaged at 
Gettysburg- and tho casualties on the 
part of the South,. 
Lon sstreet «ays 
that about seventy thousand Confed- 
erates w«ro In tho battle, but as Le* 
was obliged to leave strong guards all 
along from "Winchester to Gettysburg 
the ranks wero so me what depicted. 
General Meado testified that when he 
took command the army amounted to 
one hundred c.nd five thousand men, 
including the eleven thousand of Gen- 
eral French which he, Meade, did not 
bring -up. This reduced the rank* to 
ninety-four thousand. 
Tlhe losaos on 


both aidos in the three days' fighting 
were enormous. 
On tha Union aide 


General Meado in his official report 
Bays thoy amounted to twenty-eight 
hundred and thirty-four killed, thir- 
teen thousand, coven hundred and nine 
\vounded and sixty-six hundred and 
forty-throo missing — in all, twonty- 
throo thousand, one hundred and 
eighty-six. General Leo in hla report

A rigid 
analysis ot tho water hag been miulo 
and tho offlcem aro satisfied that the 
water la pure. 
Several tanks, each 


holding fifty thousand gallons, woro 
built to supply the numerout sanitary 
drinking fountains which are aet up 


in camp* Sixteen hundred cooka will 
bo required to prepare the food. They 
arc, of course, working under 
the 


army cooks who will oversee this de- 
partment. Tho bread Is being baked 
at tho regulation Held bakeries which 
are aet up at all encampments where 
tho "regulars" lire In charge. 


Best stations havo been erected In 


different parts of the field where the 
veterans who stxtoll about may rest 
or take shelter from the sun and 
rain. There Is a ]argo tent—tn fact, 
tho largest tent in tho world, set up 
tn a llald ,near tho scene of Plckett't* 
charge whoro tho fllfferont organiza- 
tions will 'have their meetings and r«- 
unlons.

Tho camp gtraota have been given 


to different O. A, H. Posta In tho 
Union section, while In the Confed- 
erate plot tho different Unltod Con- 
federate camps have been assigned 
to a certain section—that Is, tho men 
are In camp just as they were during 
the war. In a company »o largo there 
Is suro to bo some Illness, and ar- 
rangomenta have been made to care 
for any who may be so unfortunate, 
A regulation army camp hoipltal baa 


been erected where the best care will 
bo given tho veterans. It la in charge 
of army surgeons and hospital corpa 
nurses. 
Twelve ambulances will be 


within call at all times. The camp Is 
strictly for veterans and jno outsider 
may eat or Bleep In camp BO the rela- 
tives who accompany the old soldiers 
must obtain quarters elsewhere, and 
owing: to the limited number of ac- 
commodations of the town rooms will be 
at a pror'lum during the encampment. 
Tha veterans ara' expected to bring 


their own towels, soap and toilet ar-i 
tides, everything else being furnished 
except their transportation. to and 
from their homes. 
In several in-j 


stances State appropriations have 
been made to cover this. 


There will be special features for 
each day. July First will be known 
as' Veterans' Day, when a number of1 
reunions will take place; July Beo- 
ond will be Military Day, with drllla 
and speechraaklng; July Third will 
bo Clvla_pay, all tha Governors and 


their Adjutant Qenerals have been 
Invited; July 4th will be National Day. 
Ex-President. William H. ,Taft, will 
make, an address to the veterans, and, 
after other patriotic speeches, the en- 
campment will -nd with a magnificent 
display of fireworks at night. 


The people of Gettysburg have al- 


ways been intensely loyal, and the 
veterans have found the spirit of the 
town little changed since the war.
